NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


THE INUNDATIONS AT SZEGEDIN. 

The prophecies of the Old Testament have been so literally fulfilled, the 
Jewish people have become so truly a scattered race, that it almost secms that 
no great calamity can overtake the inhabitants of any portion of the earth 
without Jews being among the sufferers. It is more gratifying to add that no 
general misfortune can be announced without Jewish philanthropists being found 
foremost in the work of relieving the afflicted. The interesting letter of gir 
Moses Montefiore, signed in the hand of the venerable champion of humanity, 
which we publish this week, with his and other Jewish gifts which we announce, 
show that already the usual response is being given to the claims of the distressed, 
It will be observed that Sir Moses Montefiore expressly states in his letter, and 
the other donations are made on no different condition, that his subscription jg 
“to be devoted towards the relief of all sufferers, irrespective of creed 
and nationality.” It isto be hoped that the giving of help will not stop 
here, that those who give guineas will contribute from their store, 
as those who bestow hundreds do from their abundance. Many Jews 
were among the sufferers at Szegedin, but it is not for that reason alone 
that Jewish charity should be open-handed on this occasion. No sectarian 
barriers have hitherto bounded Jewish benevolence. The Evelina Hospital jg — 
open to all. Sir Henry Layard administered at Constantinople for the benefit 
of Christians and Mahommedaus as well as Jews funds collected largely from 
Jews among other Englishmen. The news of the destruction of the synagogue 
at Szegedin with hundreds who had taken refuge upon its roof is not confirmed, 
but horrors equally great have occurred in the ill-fated town, and it will be 
years before the unfortunate inbabitante repair their shattered prosperity and 
gather round them again the comfort they formerly enjoyed. Szezedin is a city 
of Hungary, capital of the country of Csongril, on the right bank of the Theiss, 
a tributary of the Danube, 600 miles long and navigable opposite to the 
mouth of the Maros, a river which here adds its volume to the turbid waters of 
the Theiss. The town is 55 miles to the west of Arac, and {6 miles to the 
south-east of Pesth. The population in 1862 was 62,700, and in 1870 had 
increased to 70,179, chiefly Magyars and Slavs, but there were also, as the daily 
papers have made known, a considerable number of Jews, as there are indeed in 
most of the important towns of the Austro-Hungarian Empire. The town stands 
on a marshy plain, and is divided into the town proper and the upper and lower 
suburbs. The Szegedin bridge of boats was well-known among constructions of 
the kied. There is an old fortress built by the Turks under Soliman II. in the 
sixteenth century which contains extensive barracks, a house of correction, and 
a church of its own. This fortress was the safest. piace of refuge in the floods, 
It is the only portion of the town which stands upon high ground. There’ are 
four Roman Catholic Churclies, a Catholic Gymnasium, and a beautiful Greek 
Church, in addition to the Synagogue of which mention was made in the tele- 
grams. ‘Ihe busy population of the city is occupied chiefly in manufacturing 
cloths, cotton, tobacco, and soda, aud in building river boats. A very active 
commerce is- maintained, and not the least energetic are the Hebrew traders. 
€zegedin is connected by railway with all parts of Hungary, and carries on an 
extensive trade. ‘The city was the seat of the Hungarian Diet in 1849, till it 
was taken by the Austrians early in August of that year. Such is the city upon 
which the water came suddenly, like a thief inthe night, on March 12. The 
embankment of the river has had its usual result in this part of the country. 
The banks fall iv, the river-bed rises, the banks have to be carried 
yet higher, aud so the river grows an ever-increasing danger, flowing turbulently 
between mounds of earth which are far above the level of the land, When the 
winter snows melt, the freshets are one day too much for the artificial banks 
and the flood breaks cut, ruining all the houses in its way. It had been known 


that the dykes were yielding. Men were at work to raise them, guarded, such 


was the general fear of the inundation, by bodies of soldiers, who alone 
prevented them from deserting their task. At last it was found impossible to do 
wore, Tae sigual was given, Bells rang, cannon thundered, the frightened 
people ran out of their houses at two o'clock in the morning, and made their way 
half-naked to the rising ground. There was no help for heavy sleepers, and 
little aid for the halt, the blind and the bed-ridden. It was expected that six 
hours would have been occupied before the flood gained the mastery, but in an 
hour and a half a waste of yellow waters, with the tops of the taller buildings 
showing above it, covered what was Szegedin. Out of the 9,700 honses in the 
town, only a few hundreds are standing. Many houses were swept away with 
the people in them, To add to the panic, a fire broke out high up in the lofty 
match factory. A complete picture of the misery which the wet, ruined, and 
shivering inhabitants endured, we, fortunately, have little opportunity of realizing 
in this country. The Emperor has made a journey tothe spot. The Pope has sent 
a donation to the fund for the relief of the sufferers. Angry debates as to the 
culpability of the authorities, have begun in the Chamber. It is right that the 
strictest inquiry should be held, but in the needful task of apportioning the 
blame, it must not be forgotten that a whole townfull of people has been 
been exposed, wet and shelterless, to great physical suffering, and that destrac- 


tion has fallen upon the flourishing business of the second commercial city in 
Ilungary

THE SHECHITA BOARD, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CURONICLE.” 


Sir,—If Mr. Solomon had desired “ the redress of grievances arising in the 
community,” his proper course would have been to communicate with the 
Board of Shechita, whose regulations he has engazed to follow, before pub- 
lishing complaints which are entirely groundless. Had he proceeded in the 
manner indicated, he would have found that the slight friction caused by the 
radical changes in the system regulating poultry slaying had already been 
dealt with. 

It is now necessary to inform your readers why the Board of Shechita has 
assumed the direct supervision of the slaying of poultry. It had become 
notorious that the public requirements could not be satisfied under the old 
system. Poulterers complained that they could not depend upon the services of 
the Shochetim ; the public at holyday time could not be properly attended to, and 
the dissatisfaction culminated last 5° “y, when a disorderly mob alarmed the 
neighbourhood, broke down the partition in the slaughter-yar!, stopping 
the work of the Shochetim, everybody clamouring for precedence. From 
the first of this month, the Board of Snechita has organised a_ proper 
system: extra service has been made available for poultry slaying. the 
slaughter-yard has been repaired; tickets are being issued to the public 
at the entrance of the yard, which tickets are made available for use 
at a future time if the poultry prove to be AD IY. The Shochetim are in 
attendance at the yard from 8 a.m. till 7 p.m, after which time tickets can be 
obtained at a depét directly opposite, and poultry can then be killed at the 
house of the Shochet. The poulterers can obtain the service of a Shochet imme- 
diately upon applying at the yard, There can, therefore, be no doubt as to the 
benefit derived from the new regulations. The Secretary cannot fairly be charged 
with being in disaccord with the Shochetim ; the contrary is shown in a para- 
graph in your last weck’s journal, which contains an account of the presentation 
of a testimonial to Mr. Llarris by the oflicers under his control. It is certain 
that the Board will never revert to the old system, and while giving due consi. 
deration to well-founded complaints, it will not be deterred from promoting the 
interests of the public by the opposition of one or two Shochetim, or by the 
obstruction of one or two poulterers. 

It may be beneficial to make known a most objectionable practice which 
obtains among poulterers, that of plucking the feathers while the fowls are still 
alive. This alominable mode of torture is practised in order to save time in 

lucking. The Shochetim have been instructed to warn those who resort to this 
rutality, that the law of Eng:and will be enforced to stop this abuse, It is to 
be hoped that this waraing will be effectual —Yours obediently,

unerringly, whether or not the Jewish Sick Poor will be benefited by the entire 
discontinuance of Jew’sh Medical Relief.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—I desire to express an individual opinion on the. abandonment of 
medical relief by the Jewish Board of Guardians. I am afraid that the Board, 
being dissatisfied with the present mode of giving medical relief for reasons 
personal to the present medical officer, as for instance, the fact that he did not 
reside in the city, has been led by that dissatisfaction to make a change far too 
sweeping for the emergency which suggested it. Itis very merciful to a servant 
to pull your house down in order to avoid hurting his feelings by discharging 
him, but such a course is not merciful towards the other inmates. 

Now are there any reasons for which special medical relief is desirable for 
the Jewish poor? Physiologically, we kuow there are important differences of 
constitution between the Jewish and the Anglo-Saxon races. A physiological 
peculiarity in Hebrew women was noticed before the date of the Exodus and is 
recorded in the unvarnisbed narrative of the Bible. The two or three very 
able Jewish doctors. practising among Jews’ have sometimes results to 
communicate which are wholly new to their fellow practitioners, and Dr, 
Richardson has ascertained that different statistics must be taken to 
represent Jewish and Christian mortality. Further, the diet and the manner 
of life of Jews and their Christian neighbours at the East-end of London 
are very different. A medical man accustomed to treat the geveral poor, 
acquires the natural habit of ascribing many evils to diink. He may treat 
the weakness of his Jewish patients as if it eprang from intoxication when 
they are suffering from too numerous fasts or froin cating too much fi-h 
and too little meat. [le will be igaorant of family peculiarities well known to 
the Jewish doctor or his specially experievced assistant. Ie will prescrive for 
persons of peculiarly nervous tewperament tie saine remedies which he is find- 
ing successful when given to stolid Celts or phiiegmatic Saxous. The mao cannot 
be expected to make a special study of the religion of each patient when he has 
hundreds of patients to see every day in return for a very siall salary. 

Much inconvenience too will result from the doctor not knowing the pecu- 
liar habits and ways of speech of his patients. He will not know when the 
festivals are coming on which they can conveniently rest, when the total change of 
diet effected in Passover week comes round, &c. Many a poor woman will be 
unable to explain to one of six doctors charged with the care of Irish, Eoglish 
and Dutch, what a person epecially accustomed to deal with Jews would easily 
have elicited. Are there not observances as to batha, &., which a busy doctor 
will hardly spare the time to learn ? , 

What the opinion of the poor is will bereadily seen. The six “new” doctors 
are not new at all. The poor have always had the right togo to them. They pre- 
ferred the extra sympathy and special a'tention of the surgeon to the Board or his 
assistant. If the surgeon to the Board gave only a perfunctory attention to them, 
the argument as to the value of a more than perfunctory attention is all the 
stronger. The Board had the best and kindest intentions in this matter, bul I 
am sadly afraid it will be found to have acted very cruelly to our poor in 
depriving thein of special care and comfort which they valued highly, and which 
might have been easily inade still more valuable to them.

THE SHECHITA BOARD'S SECRETARY AND THE PUBLIC. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—Through your valuable columns I wish to call the attention 6? the Jewish 

eng to the manner in which an officer of the Shechita Board does his duty. I 

ave no objection to any man doing his duty, but I have a decided objection to his 
over doing it, Last week you were made aware of the new regu'ations in connection 
with this important body, and some of its evils were dwelt upon, Now, Sir, I will 
tell you ofa circumstance which has occurred to me, which is now the talk of our 
community, because of its injustice. I had up to Sunday last in my shop two goslings 
and one duck, which, having been killed over the specified three days, were put 
apart in paper to send to some of my Christian customers. On Sunday morning, Mr. 
Harris (the Secretary to the Shechita Board) called for the money for killing, and 
was seen to notice the above-mentioned birds. but said nothing about them then. as 
he should have done, for then I could have given him an explanation which would 
have ended the matter. but instead of that he chose to wait until my shop was closed 
and all my people had left, and, notwithstanding his being told that no one in con- 
nection with me was in (I having left for my private house) obtained an entrance to 
and searched my premises, finally putting seals on the goslinga, &c., already spoken 
of, Next morning a shochet was placed outside my door, which (in this neighbour- 
hood) is paramount to putting a policeman there, and I received a notice to appear 
before the Beth Din, which I did at a great inconvenience to myself and hindrance 
to my business ; it is true, the affair was dismissed, and almost laughed at for its 
absurdity, but was that any consolation to me’ for having a man posted at my door 
all day and having an insult such as that passed on me, a tradesman who has been 
in business for over forty years! 

If this state of affairs is allowed to go on and a man permitted to enter your 
house at all times and under all circumstances, the adage that an Englishman's 
house is his castle will very soon be void.

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JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


The annual meeting of the contributors to the Board of Guardians was held at 
the Chambers of the Central Synagogue, Charlotte Street, Great Portland Street, on 
Sunday last ; Mr. Lioxe. L. Couen presided, and there was a very large attendance. 


The Presipent in moving the adoption of the annual report said, it was his 
custom before moving the adoption of the report to make a few remarks on the work- 
ing of the Board during the past year. On this occasion he had special pleasure in 
referring to the facta and recommendations contained in that document. as for the 
first time during twenty years he should be speaking of the work of another rather 
than of his own—the report having been prepared by their friend, Mr. Sydney M. Samuel, 
the Honorary Secretary. In the reporta which were from year to year presented to 
the Board, it was impossible to state fully all the work which had been done and all 
the results which had been obtained. but they endeavoured, if possible. to give the 
community some idea of the condition of the poor for whose benefit the Board 
laboured, and to show how far the administration of the Board had been productive 
of results more or less salutary. To achieve that end every part of the administration, 
and the work of the Board (so far as it was possible within the limited space of the 
report), was faithfully presented. and those who took the trouble to scan the report 
could consider for themselves whether any changes were desirable, and whether any 
new feature could be introduced which would enable the Board as a Board of Guar- 
dians to carry out their work more effectively. He would not detain them long by 
going into details contained in the report, and would then pass to matters outside 
which hal awakened considerable communal interest. In the first place, he would, 
however remark. that one reason why the Jewish poor had not suffered during the 
recent depression of trade to the same extent as the poor of the general commu- 
nity, Was to he attributed to the fact that this Board had more elastic powers 
than a Board of Poor Law Guardians, and were able to give sufficient and 
effectual relief when they thought fit. If, for instance, a family fell into 
distress (and the majority of new resident cases which came before the Board 
were cases of persons who from a variety of special circumstances were reduced to 
a state of indigence) this Board had the power to give them large and substantial 
sums. This the administrators of poor relief in unions were unable to do; and one 
of the consequences of this action on their (the Jewish Board) part was that from 
AM) to 700 persons—about one-third of those annually relieved—never applied for 
assistance after being once substantially relieved. Persons could not be enabled to start 
again in life unless sufficient was given to them to make a start with some chance of 
ultimate success, and in the long run it was found to be cheaper to make an ample loan 
ora substantial gift at once, than to minimise the expenditure each year. with the 
result of keeping the largest possible number on the pauper list. (Hear, hear). It 
would be found that they had 211 cases which might be considered as hopeless : that 
was to say, persons who could not be expected to lift themselves out of the indigence 
into which they had fallen, and whose trifling means had to be eked out by the Board 
by weekly payments. These payments were not large to any single individual ; of 
recent years they had been increased, but they entailed a burden on the funds of the 
Board, amounting in the aggregate to £1,600 a year. During the last few years a 
variety of circumstances had done much to alter the condition of the Jewish poor. 
The wise administration of the Artizans Dwellings’ Act. and the destruction of poor 
dwellings in the heart of the City by the Metropolitan Railway for the construction 
of their works, have done much to disperse the Jewish poor from districts in which 
they had been centralised. Formerly it was assumed that from 90 to 95 per cent. of 
the Jewish poor lived between Houndsditch aud Mile End Gate, but recently they 
have been spreading more and more, settling themselves specially around the new 
synagogues which have been built in the North. South. and West of London. The 
circumstances of a great number of these people fluctuate greatly, and when they 
need aid they are not so easily reached as they were when they lived and added to the 
mass of poor congregated in the heart of the city. It was shown at page 5v of the 
report that there, were 7,685 persons in the families of those benefited by the relief 
given. but to institute any comparison based on these figures, as compared. with the 
‘published statistics of parochial relief. would be misleading. For example. if they 
took the families of all these persons and said that they belonged to the pauper class, 
then we should arrive at the conclusion that there. was an overwhelming percentage 
of Jewish paupers as compared with the percentage of the general population. 
But when these figures were sifted, it was found that they included persons 
who did not cost the community one single shilling—that they were persons 
who had been assisted with loans of money and of tools, Such people were beyond 
the operation of the Poor Law. 
the poor in accordance with the provisions of the Poor Law could not vote money 
for emigration, to supply tools or loans, and, therefore. it was not fair to institute a 
comparison between the percentage of paupers amongst the general population and 
the percentage of Jews who in various shapes receive assistance from the Board. Then, 
again, the supposed number of Jews resident in London was, as he believed, materially 
understated, and he thought it would be found, if thev took the death-rate which Dr. 
Asher had for years been compiling, and used that as a means for computing the 
number of the living, that the actual number of the Jewish population was much in 
excess of what it was popularly estimated. When dealing with a statistical question, 


such as showing the percentage of paupers to the population, it was of the first 


importance that they should accurately know what was the actual number of the popu- 
lation, and, therefore, it was, to him.at least, a matter of great regret that last time 
the Nonconformists so stoutly opposed the proposition that a return of the religious 
bocies in the country should be included in the census, that when it was taken no 
column was provided in the return for a statement of religious persuasion. As 
the time was fast approaching when the next census would be taken. if there 
should be a similar agitation, he hoped that the voice of the Jewish community 
would be heard to say that. so far as they were concerned, it was desirable that 
the number of persons of the Jewish religion should be accurately known. 
(Hear.) As the report said sums of money had last year been distributed under 
exceptional circumstances, but leaving them out of the account, but very little more 
money had been spent during the year than had been spent in relief in previous 
years. They had, however, been able todo more with the money, for the price of 
commodities—especially bread and flour—had been less than for many previous 
years. Passing on to consider matters of finance, the President said their thanks 
were due to the Canvassing Committee for representing the wants of the Board 
amongst communal strata unaccustomed to be brought face to face with them, the 
result being an increase in the number of contributors to 1,399. or 252 more than in 
the previous year. This was a most,satisfactory result, and its importance was not to 
be measured by mere figures—the 252 additional contributors represented a great 
extension of interest in the Board of Guardians, an interest which would, he hoped, 
widen as time rolled on. The direct efforts of the Canvassing Committee had added 


£314 lbs. 6d. to the funds during the year. It was gratifying to find that the 


community had se liberally responded to the appeal for funds which was made at the 
beginning of 1878, and that the subscriptions during the year rose to £5,094 as 
compared with £3,491 during the corresponding period of 1877. The balance in hand 
was £1,425, but considering that the heavy requirements of the remaining part of 
the present winter and spring have yet to be defrayed, it was not impossible that the 
Board might be landed in pretty much the same financial difficulty as they found 
themselves in at the end of the financial year 1877-8. especially when it was con- 
sidered that their expenses were about £2.((%) in excess of ordinary income. He must 
also point out that a part of the increase in the contributions for 1878 was more 
apparent than real. The appeal for funds was issued earlier in 1878 than in 1877 ‘the 
former year had therefore benefited at both its commencement and its close. He-had 
said that there were 1.399 contributors to the Board, but when it was considered that 
there were 2,8\X) members belonging to the principal metropolitan synagogues, besides 
members of the Minor Synagogues, they would see that there was a large field in which 
£2,000 might be made up; and it could not be too strongly impressed on the com- 


Boards of Guardians formed for the relief of 


munity that the work of the Board was done as economically as it was possible for it 
to be done. The work of inquiry cast on the Board had increased, and must increase 
every year. ‘The Synagogue and the Board were alike advocating the principle 
of inducing the poor to provide themselves for the pressing wants of life— 
and this principle was, perhaps, a new one in the history of our poor relief, 
Not thirty years ago it was generally thought necessary to provide every poor 
man—even every man who at some time of the year was poor—with every 
want that could arise in his existence. But the Board had. perhaps through necessity, 
grown wiser; they saw that much could be done by the poor towards alleviating 
their own poverty, if they were taught to exercise prudence and providence. The poor 
themselves would relieve the community in some measure from the burden now 
resting on them, and would spare themrelvcs the humiliation which must accompany 
the having every want of life provided for them. It would, moreover, give a tone of 
independence to the Jewish mind. and that wax a tone which the Board were most 
anxious to cultivate. (Hear.-hear.) It mu-t be a matter of surprise to reflective and 
intelligent persons. to consider that side by side with the independence of the 
Jewish mind (for the Jew would think for himself on all subjects. and would not 
accept the mere dicla of those placed over him) there was a leaning towaris 
dependence for the supply of the common wants of life. The community should be 
taught that this dependence was humiliating, and that by the exercise of prudence 
and economy the poor may provide for themselves to a great extent, and not throw 
on the community the burdea of absolutely anticipating every want of its poorer 
members before it arises. Such a system could only tend to one result; and he said 
without hesitation that a greater service would be rendered to the poor by accustoming 
them to provide for themselves through the agency of Provident and Benefit Societies, 
than by supplying their daily needs as they arose—it would be a far greater service 
to the poor to teach them to shift for themselves than to support them. (Hear, hear.) 
He now came to that part of the administration of the Board which tended to foster 
independence—namely, loans and industrial work. The Loan Committee had been in- 
creasing its operations during the year.and had been decreasing the percentage of losses 
upon loans. Reviewing the work done last year, the President stated that the Loan Com- 
mittee was started with £100, and that sum, it appeared, would half cover the lors in 
loans during the twenty years which had elapsed since it was started: Since the loan 
system was inaugurated; £9,235 had been distributed, and the balance due on all 
loans amounted only to £750. The Industrial Committee was of comparatively 
modern formation, but during the seventeen years of its existence it had 
gradually developed its work in every direction. The only branch of its operations 
that was not successful was the Workroom. Last year some ladies were present at 
the annual meeting of the Board, and he somewhat regretted their absence to-day 
whilst this branch of the Board’s administration was under discussion, for they found 
that the want of success in the Workroom was owing to the lack of employment. If 
ladies would only send their work there, the Workrooms would pay better; the 
advantages of the Workrooms were great and manifest,in giving Jewish girls, imme- 
diately on leaving school, the means of acquiring the knowledge of a suitable trade. 
One of the ladies present last year at the Board meeting suggested the advisability of 
canvassing for work for the Workrooms; but there would be some difficulty experienced 
in thus putting the Workrooms in competition with private individuals. He feared that 
all that could be done was to tell the community of the value of these Rooms, and 
warn them that they must be closed unless more interest is shown in them. Fifty girls 
had been annually educated in the highest branches of millinery through the instru- 
mentality of these Rooms ; the discipline of the Workroom would not be lost on these 
girls when they had establishments of their own. and he would be sorry to see the 
Rooms closed ; but the loss in keeping them open was so great, that they might 
apprentice the girls to separate establishments for nearly the same money. With refer- 
ence to apprenticeships, none of the boys or girls apprenticed three or four years ago 
were out of their time. About 100 boys and girls had been apprenticed. The Visiting 
Committee had yviven great assistance to the members of other committees. and amongst 
the propositions which, he had been told, they would be called on to discuss to-day was 
one for admitting ladies as wellas gentlemen to this Committee. He had gone through 
the various points in the report that required notice, and he hoped that those present 
would agree with him in saying that though during the twenty years of their exist- 
ence they might have been slow, yet that they had adopted every principle for the 
benefit of the community after they had been convinced that it was desirable—and 
they would not adopt any principle before they were so convinced. The Board brought 


-as much concerted action as possible to bear on every case brought before them. and they 


endeavoured to provide for the wants of the community not by multiplying, nat by 
starting new institutions, but by the assistance of committees working round one 
common centre. (Cheers). During the past year the Board had been asked to arrange 
for the distribution of motzas. In this respect the community had made great pro- 
gress—many of those who had formerly been supplied by the Synagogue had become 
members of provident societies for the purpose of supplying themselves. During the 
last year the Board took a part in the begging letter-writing question, which oceasioned 
much controversy, and drew on the Board the charge of being monopolists. But that 
Was a misapprehension. All that the Board sought to do was to place the poor in 
communication with some one who would inquire into their necessities and give them 
relief. At present the poor were at the mercy of one or two irresponsible amanuenses, 
who wrote, not what the poor man told them to write, but a request according to a 
sterotyped form.and the result was that injustice was done to him who sought and to 
him who gave alms. What was there in this of monopolising’ It was only after 
weighing with extreme nicety all the pros and cons of the case that the Board con- 
sented todo what they had been reproached for seeking to do. ‘There were other 
questions now pending which had not been gone into in the report because they had 
not then arisen—the first related to the large number of charity funerals. This was one 
of those-qjuestions which must be.included in the consideration of how to induce the 
poor to become too independent to get their children buried at the communal expense. 
The second question, that of Medical Relief to the Jewish poor, had given rise to a 
somewhat unexpected controversy. That question was not dealt with in the 
Kieport, but he did not think that he should be justified in ignoring it altogether. 
When they looked back on what had taken place during the past few years they 
would, he thought, find that what had been done was only the natural complement 
of what had previously taken place. Im 1862 the matter was first relegated to this 
Board. Before that time every synagogue might, and in many cases did, have 4 
different medical man, so that in the course of a year one person might be attended 
by three or four different medical men. In 1862 that state of things was put an end 
to, by having the administration of medical relief to the Jewish poor under one head. 
In 1866 the first change was brought about by the duties of apothecary being sepa- 
rated from those of doctor ; in 1873 there was a further change in the position of 
the apothecary, who was then restricted to dispensing medicines prescribed by the 
doctor to patients visited at their own homes, leaving trivial cases to the care of the 
large number of institutions dispensing medicines and supplying physic, and the ex- 
perience of the Board as to the utility of these institutions had been very great. 
In 1879 the Board came to the conclusion that they should endeavour to see if their 
poor could not do in the East End as they had done throughout the metropolis 
namely, resort to the ordinary sources for medical relief. The Board retained in their 
hands the power of retracing their steps. The step was discussed by the Board and 
by the Council of the United Synagogue, and the proposed change was adopted by 
overwhelming majorities. ‘lwo such representative bodies would not have been 
likely to have been convinced unless the change would in all probability be perma- 
nent. They would not have been, in his opinion, justified in trying 22 
experiment in such. a matter unless it. were entered on with the highest 
probability of its being a success, nor unless they in their inmost con- 
sciousness believed that it would be a success. But as no one could say 
positively that it would not be necessary to retrace their steps, the way for retreat 
was left open. One contingency had been commented on, which had been provided 
for, but only as a precaution, by the Board, namely, that they might have to supple- 
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versy which had arisen in this matter, there was a sentimental objection to the 
change in the minds of some classes of the community; but how could they expect 
general prejudice to die out if they started by saying that so much prejudice against 
the Jews existed in the minds of parochial medical officers, that they would be un- 
fairly treated if they came under the same system as the generality of the com- 
munity? In his opinion, not only parochial medical officers but almost all official 
persons were above all prejudice arising from diversity of creed: if this were a mere 
doubtful experiment—which it was not—he believed thatthey would be fully justified in 
trying it, and he hoped when they were assembled in that room next year, to be able 
to tell a meeting even more influential than that to-day assembled, that sentiment. which 
is generally wrong, had given way in this matter to reason, which is generally right. 
One more argument; he had been told that if they abolished the office of medical 
officer to the Board, the principle was capable of expansion, and the whole separate 
administration of a Jewish Board of Guardians might be dispensed with. But such 
an illustration showed complete ignorance of the whole system of Parochial adminis- 
tration; for during the last 23 years. the State had empowered Poor Law Guardians 
to distribute, through their medical officers, almost lavishly whatever was needed for 
the sick, and had expressly authorised facilities for founding dispensaries. But with 
respect to simple relief to healthy persons, the principle of the law was different. 
Official auditors would disallow such items in the returns as should be paid for by 
private parties. As a community, therefore, while they might be satisfied with the 
ample medical arrangements of the State, the fluctuating claims for relief, which 
could not be met by the Parochial system, demanded their care; just as they would 
befriend their own kith and kin if in want, and help them on in the world, while. if 
they were ill, the best attendance would be sought for them from a hospital or a 
dispensary. There was nothing in the abolition of separate medical relief for the 
Jewish poor which imperilled the best interests and welfare of the community, or 
their existence asa board. The growth of the community called for an administration 
of their trusts in such a way as to raise the character of those whom they served. to 
break down prejudices, and to do justice to all the interests which came before 
them. In conclusion, the President said that during the last year he had 
been obliged twice to repel accusations which had been made against the 
Board; he did not find fault with criticism, but when it took the form of censure 
of motives, then it wa’ best not to answer charges, but to leave them to their own 
refutation. The Board had for 20 years been engaged,in their work ; he thought 
they could claim that they had in that time educated the opinion of the community, 
and that even outside the community they were the first to create healthy thought 
and spirit in the general administration of relief of the poor, and if at the end of 
another 20 years they could point to equally good results under the altered circum- 
stances which would in the meantime have taken place. then he thought they could 
look-back complacently to what had been accomplished. They would not rid the 
community of the incubus of poverty, for in consequence of the attractions which 
this country happily offered. there would always be an infiux of poor brethren, but 
they would have revivified effete forms of Jewish charity, and for promiscuous alms- 
giving have substituted a wise, judicious and generous administration of the relief 


_ of the poor. (Applause.) The President then formally moved the adoption of the 


Report. 

Mr. ArtHur J. WALEY moved: “That it be recommended to the Board that it 
is desirable that a system of lady visitors be grafted on the existing Visiting Com- 
mittee.”” He supported the motion on three grounds: First, that the Visiting Com- 
mittee of the Board would, by the addition of lady members, be greatly strengthened ; 
secondly, that feminine influence among the poor would be exceedingly valuable ; 
and, thirdly, that the addition of ladies as visitors would increase communal interest 
in the welfare of the poor themselves.. | 

Mr. Henry Kiscit seconded the resolution, which was put to the meeting, and 
carried without discussion. 

Mr. H, 8. FaiepMAn drew attention to the hardship which he said was caused 
to many poor foreigners, through the operation of a law of the Board requiring 
that a person shall be resident in England for six months before being entitled to 
relief. He said that poor immigrants should be assisted immediately on reaching 
england, so as to prevent them from drifting into becoming beggars, He gave several 
instances where the law to his knowledge had operated harshly, and where a’ little 


hood as a glazier or in other occupations, He moved: “That it be recommended to 
the Board that the rule prohibiting the giving of relief to persons resident in 
England less than six months, be rescinded.” 

Mr. J. BERGTHEIL seconded the resolution. He said that he heartily sympathised 
with the remarks of Mr, Friedman, It was no use bringing forward the old argu- 
ment that if such a law were not in existence, London would be flooded with poor 
Jews from Poland and Russia. He begged to remind the meeting that the Jews of 
liussia and Poland suffered great hardships and were placed under cruel enactments, 
whereby their religious freedom was subverted. A religious Jew in Russia would 
rather see his son buried than become a soldier, not because he objected to his serving 
his country, but rather becanse by being a soldier, all freedom to follow the religion 
of his fathers was denied to him. — 

Mr. EpwArp Casper said that if it were known abroad that in England a poor 
man had only to come here to be entitled to be relieved, no amount of funds that 
might be raised would be sufficient to meet the pressure upon the Board from such 
persons. The six months’ rule was a most salutary one. ‘The Polish and Russian 
Jews in England should help their poor countrymen, aud the Board should only be 
called upon to relieve those who were actually domiciled in England. Any other 
system would help to create a class of international vagrants, men who would tramp 
from one end of Europe to the other, doing litle good for themselves and spreading 
& pernicious example, 

Mr. H. H. CoLiins said that by reference to the statistics appended to the 
Report of the Board, it would be seen that an overwhelmin g majority of those 
relieved were Poles. He did not see that foreigners supported the Board in propor- 
tion to the enormous number of foreigners relieved. 

Mr. 8. A. HAnt said that foreigners participated in the support of the communal 
burdens, _Three-fourths of the members of the City synagogues were foreigners. 

Mr. SAMuEL Montagu said that the six months’ rule was not strictly adhered 
to by the Relief Committee. He had no sympathy whatever with those Russian 
Jews who ran away from their country out of fear of being drawn for military 
service. He did not look upon it as a hardship to the Jews that they were compelled 
to serve In the Russian army. Far from it. He looked upon military service as one 
of the means for raising the social and intellectual condition of the Jews of Poland 
and Russia. If the Jews had any special grievances when serving as soldiers, they 
should use their utmost power to obtain a removal of those grievances. 

Mr. D, BENJAMIN said that the six months’ rule was a most flexible one, and 
was seldom adhered to when a really deserving case came before the Relief Com- 
mittee, He knew of many instances where young foreigners received for a time 
five and six shillings a week from the Board while they were learning a trade. 

rhe resolution was then put to the meeting, and lost by a large majority, 

Mr. 8. A. Harr complained of the contemplated change in the arrangements 
for the medical treatment of the Jewish poor. He moved: “ That a Jewish Medical 
Dispensary be established in the East End of London.” 

The resolution was not seconded, and therefore was not put to the meeting. 

Mr. H. A, Isaacs said that he was pleased to observe that the strong desire 
shown by several persons to create dissatisfaction with the action of the Board in 
regard to she medical treatment of the poor had egregiously failed. He again 
begged distinctly to say that the change was not contemplated owing to any charge 
of want of attention to his duties on the part.of Dr. Dyte. Nor was the question of 
expense a guiding principle in leading the Board to take the resolution they had 
arrived at, The change was contemplated solely in the interests of the poor. He 

the parochial dispensaries and he had been very favourably impressed 
y the excellence and completeness of their arrangements, There was no desire to 


‘timely assistance privately collected, had enabled a poor foreigner to earn his liveli- - 


drive the Jewish r to the workhouse. The success which had undoubtedly 
attended the abolition of the out-door medical treatment of the Jewish poor by the 
medical officer of the Board warranted him in believing that the further change 
which had been recommended by the Medical Committee, adopted by the Board with 
but one dissentient, and approved by the Council of the United Synagogue by an 
overwhelming majority, would be a most beneficial one. 

After a few words from Dr. Dyte, who tendered his thanks for the appreciation 
which had been expressed of the manner in which he had fulfilled his duties as 
medical officer of the Board for thirteen years, 

The motion that the annual report be adopted was carried unanimously. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. H. A. Isaacs, and supported 
by Mr. F. D. Mocatra, it was resolved : “ That the thanks of the Board are duc and 
hereby tendered to Mr. M. Stephany, the Secretary. and staff, for their successful 
labours during the past year.” | 

Mr. Henry A. ISAAcs then proposed : “ That this meeting of subscribers desires 
to tender to Mr. Lionel L. Cohen its best thanks for his very lucid and exhaustive 
address descriptive of the Board's work during the past year ; and, further, for his 
well-sustained zealous and intelligent supervision of the institution with the success 
whereof his name and fame are so intimately associated.” 

Mr. F. D. Moca1TA seconded the resolution, which was put to the meeting and 
carried by acclamation. 

In acknowledging the vote, the CHAIRMAN mentioned that seven of the original 
members of the Board on its establishment were still members of the Board. 

During the meeting, a ballot for the election of fifteen members of the Board 
was taken, and the following were elected: Messrs. Frederick E. Davis, Charles F. 
Davis, Barrow Emanuel, Lewis Emanuel, John Goldhill, Henry Uart, Abraham LL. 
Lazarus, Edward M. Leon, Francis A, Lucas, Frederick D. Mocatta, Edward L. 
Raphael, A. Rosenfeld, Sydney M. Samuel, Isaac Seligman and 8, Simons. Messrs, 
Leonard L, Cohen and A. L. Bernsting! acted as Scrutineers, 

The meeting then concluded. 


HAND-IN-HAND ASYLUM, 


The annual general court of the governors and subscribers to the Hand-in-Hand 
Asylum, was held at the Asylum, Well Street, Hackney, on Sunday last; Mr, Joun 
Harris, Vice-President, in the Chair. 

After the usual preliminary proceedings, the CuArnMAN said that since the last 
annual meeting the institution had been removed to its present quarters, and he 
believed that the Asylum might now take equal rank with any Jewish institation in 
the metropolis. The district in which the Asylum is at present situated is, according 
to the returns of the Registrar-General, one of the heaithiest in the metropolis, and 


the inmates, considering their advanced age-—-one of them being upwards of 1) 
years old—are enjoying excellent health. The Committee regretted that from’ want 
of funds they were unable to admit more than three new inmates at the clectio: 
September last ; they had, however, declared a vacancy for two additional inmates, 
The charity had to deplore the loss of one of its patrons, the late Roy, 
Like other institutions, the expenditure of the Asylum exceeded the income, but he 
hoped that by the liberality of the public in subscribing Ww the. ffinds, the charity 
would not only be relieved from debt, but that the number of its inmates wonl! 
likewise be increased, The Committee paid due regard to economy, but : 
time they provided liberally for the inmates, the average weekly. maintainanee ol 
each person in the institution being about I2s. 6d. After some. further remarks -on 
the financial status of the institution, the Chairman called upon the Secretary (Jk, 
John Levy) to read the Treasurer's financial statement. 

From this statement, it appeared that the ordinary income during the past year 
was £383 17s, 1l0d., against an expenditure of £497 &s. jd. The extraordinary 
income consisted of £2,292 18%, and was derived chiefly from the tale of £1,400) 
Consols, and from a sum of £500 withdrawn from the deposit account. 
ordinary expenditure reached £2,243, which included large amounts for the purchase 
of freehold estate, and for the erection of the new premises, The excess of the total 
expenditure over the income was £110 2s. 1ld. The property of the Asylum oonsists 
of the freehold and building and £2,220 in shares, ; 

Mr. Jonas Jacobs was re-elected President, Mr. John Uarris, Vice-Vresicent, and 
Mr. Solonion Pool (who has held the post for 26 years) Treasurer. ‘Tue following 
gentlemen were added to the Committee: the Rev. Il. Millem, Messra.. David Davie,

JEWS’ COLLEGE, 


Our readers are aware that it has been determined to re-organize. Jews 


College. The Council are at present in search of a site near University 
College, London, to establish the new institution for the training of ministers 
‘exclusively. We cannot, perhaps, in England, vie with the magnificent 
endowment of Breslau, and unfortunately the eccentric founder of the Aria 
College compelled the institution which he established to be placed at a 
distance from London and isolated from the educational advantages and 
requirements of the metropolis. It is a great drawback to voluntary 
munificence such as his that it is irresponsible and uncontrolled. But some 
advantages Jews’ College possesses, with which these institutions cannot 
compete. Foremost among these may be mentioned the personal acquire- 
ments and gifts of its invaluable principal. Dr. Friepidxpzx’s profound 
and varied attainments would have been known only to a few had it not 
been for his contributions to the publications of the Society of Hebrew 
Literature. His scholarly and learned writings on Iny Ezra are not only 
most valuable to students and interesting to all persons of literary taste, but 
they reflect credit on the Jewish community in England, and amply justify 
the existence of the Society which published them, even if it should give no 
other works at all to the world. They were offered, too, with the generosity 
of a Rabbi of old who worked for the sake of the work and of the conscious- 


| 


ness of a good result, and on these terms they were accepted so far as the. 


first volumes were concerned, To Dr. FaxtepLAnpes it is due that there have 
been produced in recent years in England thoroughly sound and instructive 
works on a most interesting rabbinical subject, and he has earned by his 
labours in this field a right to speak with authority. on the subject of 
_ Hebrew teaching in this country. We understand that the new proposals 
for the government of Jews’ College have been mainly formulated by Dr. 
FRigpLAnDER, and, therefore, in giving publicity to their principal provisions, 
we have the assurance that they come from a source which is singularly 
cautious and modest in making promises and minutely faithful in fulfilling 
them. | | 

The object of Jews’ College is to be a college for training ministers, 
preachers, readers and teachers of religion for Jewish congregations speaking 
the English language, The following provisions are only. proposals, and their 
‘details are at present subject to modification, but in the main outline they 
will not be greatly altered. The college is to consist of two classes, the one for 
junior and the other for senior students. Candidates for admission to the 
junior class must be between the ages of 16 and 20; they must possess a 
knowledge of the outlines of Jewish history and religion, of the elements of 
Hebrew grammar, the daily prayers and the Pentateuch, and of easy 
passages in the rabbinical writings. The last of the requirements for 
admission is characteristic. Candidates must have passed the matriculation 
examination of the University of London. The nature of the college is thus 
indicated. It is a. Hebrew college of the University of London. The 
expense of a staff for giving general education is saved by throwing on 
. University College the care of giving this important part of the training of 
ministers, while the University of London is to test the reality of the 


acquirements. Jews’ College will confine itself to its special work of Hebrew 
and religious training. ‘The students of the class will receive instruction in 


Jewish theology at Jews’ College during not less than 14 hours a week. 
They will also attend lectures at University College, and they will be 
expected to prepare for the examinations for the first degree in arts at London 
University. The ordinary length of a University course is three years; 
and that is the time which the students of Jews’ College are to spend in the 
junior class. In that period they will study, in addition to the secular 
Subjects taught at University College, religion, including Jewish history, 
Jewish literature, Hebrew. and Chaldee grammar, the book of Daniel and 


the Targums, the translation and history of the vast aud interesting 


apparatus of prayer in use among the Jews; the exposition of the Bible, 
with special reference to the difficult and important books of Isaiah, Job 
and Psalms; Hebrew commentaries (Rashi and Biur); the Talmud (Seder 
I. and I1.); vocal music, and the peculiar traditional art of intoning the 
Law. 
The senior class is to consist of those who have passed through the 
courses just indicated and have taken their B.A. degree. The subjects 
taught to these advanced students, who will have reached an age and an 
amount of attainment at which young men usually become teachers them- 
selves, embrace philosophy and theology, as for example, the exposition of 
the works of Puito-Jupares, the Neo-Platonic writer whose writings are so 
important to the student of the growth of the Christian dogmas; and the great 
masters Saapian and Maimonipes. Another interesting and important 
part of the course will be the Jewish history and literature of the present day, 
The students will continue to learn the Talmud, and the ancient and modern 
commentaries on the Bible, will pursue the practice of yoeal music, and will 
be directly prepared for preaching by special study of the art of homiletic. 
It may be expected that opportunities will be gladly given to these advanced 
students of practising reading and preaching in the metropolitan synagogues, 
and the services of Jews’ College will doubtless be wholly or in part conducted 
by them, as services often are at Jewish boarding schools by younger pupils, 
and as Scholars read the lessons in college chapels... Provincial congrega- 
tions at which a temporary vacancy occurs may make application to the 
College to be supplied with ministers, and the draft scheme provides that 
students of the senior class who have attended it for one full session shall 
occasionally, with the sanction of the Council and of the Cuter Rana, 
officiate in provincial congregations temporarily in the case of a vacancy, or 
as preachers on circuit. Opportunity will, of course, be afforded to the 
students to learn the rites of slaughtering animals for food according to the 
merciful and sanitary precepts préscribed by the laws of Shechita. 
Certificates or diplomas of three kinds will be granted by the College. 
The first will indicate that the student is competent for the post of teacher 
and chazan, the second that, the holder of the certificate is also able to 
preach, the third that he is fit to obtain Ayinnsns. «ihe first two certifi- 
cates are to be granted to students who have attended the junior class during 
three sessions; the third to those who have attended the senior class during 
two sessions, 
An elementary class is to be established in connection with the College: 
in which pupils are to be prepared for Jews’ College and for the Matricula- 
tion Examination of the University of London. Candidates for this class 
are to be between 183 and 16 years of age. They are to produce, Lefore 
admission, a certificate of good conduct, as indeed the candidates for the 
College itself are to be bound to do. They must be able to translate easy - 
portions of the Bible and prayer-book and possess a fair knowledge of 


Bible history. They must also be already acquainted with the elements of 
an English education. 


The pupils of this preparatory class are not, it 
appears, to be left to extraneous sources for their ordinary instruction. ‘This 
school for myy19 3 boys will give its pupils instruction in Hebrew, religion, 
and generai knowledge, during twenty-eight hours a week. The subjects 
taught in the class will include the outlines of the Jewish religion; Biblical 
and post-Biblical history; the elements of Hebrew grammar; the transia- 
tion of the prayers, the Pentateuch, and historical works of the Bible; 
Rabbinical writings, Rashi, Shulchan Aruch, &c.; the English language 
and history ; elements of Latin and Greek, German and French; mathe- 
matics, geography, natural science, writing, drawing and singing. As will 
be observed when the financial part of the scheme comes to be considered, 
the higher classes of Jews’ College are not expected to be self-supporting, 
In the preparatory c'ass, however, the pupil is to pay £10 per annum, but 
this very moderate fee may be remitted in the discretion of the Council. In 
addition to the remission of fees, bursaries or exhibitions may be given to 
those attending the class. It is expected that the best pupils of this class 
will pass into the higher classes of the College. Those who have passed 
through it and (possessing no aptitade for the higher clas-ical and mathe- 
matical studies) do not attend University College, may exceptionally, and 
with the consent of the Council, be admitted to the theological classes of the 
College, but are not to participate in all the benefits of the institution. 

A public distribution of prizes is to be held in the month of May in 
each year. The teaching staff is to be composed of a principal, and a 
theological tutor for the College, an English master and a Hebrew master 
for the preparatory class, assistant-masters for music, drawing, &c. It is to 
be provided that the Principal shall be a sound Hebrew and classical 
scholar, He is to have the superintendence of the College and the prepara- 
tory class, is annually to propose to the Council the time-table for the year, 
and, when this has been sanctioned by the Council, he is to be res pousib‘e 
for its being adhered to by the staff. He is to report every six months on 
the conduct and progress of the students of the College and pupils of the 


preparatory class, and to conduct the examinations in conjanction with the 
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gentlemen who may have been selected by the Council for that purpose. 

It appears to be intended that the College shall contain two classes of 
students, those who pay, and those who are on the foundation and receive a 
gratuitons education—oppidans and collegers in Eton parlance. Apparently 
it is not expected to obtain many of the paying class. This is, indeed, the 
inference we are somewhat reluctantly compelled to draw from the estimate 
of receipts and expenditure which is annexed to the scheme. Yet it may 
well be hoped that intelligent young men of the middie class will take 
advantage of the excellent means of combining University education with 
special training for the Jewish ministry offered by the College. The 
draft scheme directs that the College shall furnish board and lodging for 
students who have no other means of subsistence, and that the income of the 
scholarships shall be used for that parpose, provided that the terms of the 
various deeds permit such appropriation. The income of the institution, as 
distinguished from scholarships applied to the purposes just mentioned, will 
be derived from synagogue grants, subscriptions, donations, legacies and 
It is 
expressly determined that the premises of the College should be situated in 
the immediate neighbourhood of University College, Gower Street. The 
Anglo-Jewish Association is said to be in search of a local habitation, and 
it is at least worth considering whether a combination of Jewish institutions 
and offices might be made in one building in that central district. 

Dr. Fritptinper has supplied the Council of Jews’ College with an 
estimate of the probable annual expenditure which would be incurred 
in carrying out the scheme, together with a statement of the sources of 
income at present available. The particulars of expenditure result in a total 
estimate of about £1,800. The present sources of income are as follows : The 
subsidy which, after debate, the United Synagogue resolved to give, is £200; 
Messrs. N. M. Roruscnitp and Sons make an annual donation of £200; 
Mr. Cuar.es Samver,a liberal benefactor to the institution, gives £200; 
subscriptions make £300; fees from students are estimated to bring in 
£30; the scholarship fund produces £250, and dividends on investments 
amount to £80. These items make up a total of £1,260, but they would 


about £100, Omitting, however, the last two items as uncertain, it will be 
seen that the new scheme starts with a deficit of about £600 per annum, 
and, therefore, supplies every motive for a vigorous “whip” among the 
supporters of the College. 


The learned Principal further proposes certain temporary arrangements 


examination, are to receive their secular education at University College, 
travelling to and fro by railway at the expense of Jews’ College. The total 


yearly cost for fees, books, travelling expenses, &c., of this attendance, is 


estimated to be £190. Each student is to receive £50 per annum for board 
and lodging. Of the six students mentioned, two already receive this 
amount, three have £30 a year, and one requires no support. To make 
up the £30 a year to £50 in three cases would involve an expenditure 
of £60. Four of the pupils of the School who are preparing to enter the 
College, and are in need of support, are to receive £25 a year,-and six less 
advanced pupils are to receive £15 a year. The whole cost of the temporary 
arrangement would thus be £440 a year, 

We shall all be reminded, with some regret, by the details as to 
expense, of the necessity which apparently exists of making preparation for 
the ministry an eleemosynary institution, but we may remember that the 
Jewish ministry is not singular in this respect. Almost every religious 
body finds the need of similar endowments, and the richest of all are those 
enjoyed by the Established Church. The proximity to University College 
is one of the most valuable features in the new organization of Jews’ College, 
and may well tend to cause it to be frequented by a class of young men 
who require no assistance. That there does exist among us an intelligent 
desire to become acquainted with Jewish literature and theo'ogy the success 
of the Meetings held under the presidency of the Rev. A. L. Garen suffi- 
ciently demonstrates, although the studies at these re-unions have hitherto 
been confined to the comparatively barren fields of philosophy, while the 
scheme of the Jews’ College contemplates an investigation of the interesting 
subjects of Jewish history and of Hebrew poetry and literature in the widest 
sense. It is important that a distinctively Jewish education should be 
obtainable in England, and it is equally important that those who avail 
themselves of it, and particularly candidates for the Jewish ministry, should 
not be entirely cut off from association with their Christian neighbours. 
The combination, therefore, of the secular education of University College 
with the religions training of 
ecmpromise.

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THE JEWISH QUESTION IN ROUMANIA. 


A Blue-book on the affairs of Turkey issued this week contains many 
despatches on the Roumanian question. The first letter on this subject, we 
find, confirms the view that the Marquis of Salisbury, as Foreign Minister of 
Great Britain, has consistently refused to recognize formally Roumanian 
independence. It will be observed that Lord Salisbury’s words are: “do not 

ropose to recognize, formally, Roumanian independence until measures have 
Look taken towards fulfilment of the conditions prescribed by the 44th and 45th 
Articles of the Treaty.” A suspicious interpretation has been placed in some 
quarters on the language of the Ministry, and we may be told that possibilities 
of evasion Jurk in the words “ until measures have been taken towards,” but 
such a mode of reading the declarations of the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs is not that which should be adopted in view of the generous adherence 
to good faith and to the spirit of promises which governs the policy of 
British statesmen. We may feel assured that no colouvrable fulfilment of the 
pledges of Roumania, no simulated attempt at liberation by the Government 
which the people are turreptitiously encouraged to defeat by a pretendedly irre- 
sistible popular impulse, will satiefy the English Cabinet, or that of France, 
Germany or Italy, if they are aware of the ruse. It will be for the Western 
Jews to expose any attempt at deceit, so that their Governments are not taken 
unawares. 

It will be observed that the Roumanian question is discussed in a Blue-book 
“on the Affairs of Turkey,” which shows that in the official view Roumania is 
still part of the Turkish Empire, aud it may now confidently be hoped that she 
will so remain till she has completely fulfilled the stipulations of the Treaty of 
Berlin. | 

On October 7th Lord Salisbury wrote to Lord Lyons :-— 


The Count de Montebello called at the Office on the 27th ultimo, ani represented that the 
Roumanians are desirous of having their independence recognized immediately on the retrocession 
of Bessarabia, without waiting for the passing of the measures for securing religious liberty and 
equality, as they represent that fresh clections must take place before such legislation can be 
carried out, and that the elections cannot take place pending a military occupation. Moreover, that 
they are anxious to carry out their obligations in this respect as carly as possible ; but they urge 
that their independent status be recognized on the performance of the first condition, namely, the 
retrocession of Bessarabia, and that they be trusted to carry out the second, relating to religiuus 
equality, &c., as early as circumstances permit, 

The Count de Montebello stated that M. Waddington doubted whether it would be pradent to 
accede to the wishes of the Roumanians in this respect, and was desirous of ascertaining the views 
of Her Majesty's Government on the subject. 

I have to request that your Excellency will inform M. Waddington that Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment share his Kxcellency’s opimions, and, as at present advised, do tet propose to recognise, 
formally, Roumanian independence until measures have been taken towards fulfilment of the 
conditions prescribed by the XLIVth and ALYth Articles of the Treaty of Berlin. 


On Oct. 5 Consul-General White wrote from Bucharest to the Marqn's of 
Salisbury : “The Government intend to-day asking the Chambers to give a 
decisive vote, ‘un vote pur et simple,’ accepting the obligations on the fullilment 
of which the Powers have made tlhe recognition of Roumanian independence 
depend. A warm discussion is expected, but there exists no doubt of a vote In 
accordance with the avowed wishes of the Ministers, and that by a large 
majority. In the Senate it is feared by the Government that they will meet 
with greater dilliculties on account of the Dobrudscha, as Prince Jon Ghika aud 
his friends are of opinion that the annexation of the Dobrudscha ought to be 
refused.” 

On October 14 Lord Salist-ury pressed for immediate information on this 
subject. The following is his Lordship’s letter to Consul-General White: “ As 
I am desirous of ascertaining what prospect there is of the execution by Rou- 
mania of Article XLLV of the Treaty of Berlin which affects the question of 
religious liberty in that Principality, [ have requested you this day by telegraph 
to report to mé whether there is any probability of legislative ineasures being 
enacted this year by the Chambers with a view to partial or entire execution of 
those stipulations.” | 

‘The following despatches from Mr. White to Lord Salisbury tell their own 
tale. ‘They announce the reluctant submission of the Roumanian Government, 
a submission which (as our Becharest correspondent said traly enough in our 
Jast number) would doubtless be iminediately revoked should the pressure of 
Western Europe cease : — 


Bucharest, October 1878. 

The Senate and Chamber of Deputies of Roumania have spent the entire week in discussing 
in secret and public sittings tue course to be f. llowed for the purpose of carrying ont the decisions 
of the Congress of Berlin as regards this country, » . 

All parties are agreed that. submission to the determinations adopted by the collective Powers 
is inevitable; but the Opposition, though it ts mot largely represented by actual votes in either 
Chamber, has adopted the following as its tactics on this occasion. 

All the organs of the press of the Opposition assert that the policy of the present Ministers has 
been such as to deserve blame, and they no longer possess the confidence of the country, and 
therefore an appeal to the dec sion of the electors is indispensable. : 

Some of the adherents of the Government appear inciined to this view, in so far as they are 
advocates of a disselation, but it- must be observed that these belong mostly to those parts of the 
country Where the feelings on the Jewi-h question are the stronge-t, and wuere it is feared that a 
prolonged agitation of that much vexed question may lead to disturbavees, 

By Articie 7 of the present Constitution only those strangers who profess the Christian religion 
can become Roumanian citizens, 

By astrange anomaly all Jews, even though themselves and their parents were setually born 
in Ki umania, continue in the eyes of the law to be considered as non-Roumanians or aliens. — 

By the Constitution no changes in it can be effected tuless a Special Assembly, elected * ad hoe,’’ 
has prowounced upon such alteration after it has been declared necessary to do so in several 
consecutive resolutions in an Ordinary Asscmbly. 

The removal of religious disabilities will, therefore, necessitate, sooner or later, disso'ution and 
the convocation of a Special Assembly “ad hoc,” to adapt Articie 8 of the Coustitution to the 
requirements of Article X LIV of the Treaty of Berlin. 


: Bucharest, October 12, 1878. 

The question of the removal of religious disabilities in Roumania, in accordance with 
Article XLIV of the Treaty of Berlin, will, no doubt, be the absorbing topic of public interest here 
during the next few months, and may possibly lead in some districts in Moldavia to a dangerous 
agitation. 

It must be borne in mind that all persons professing the Jewish religion are considered as 
aliens by the laws of this country ; and that a large portion of them invoke their foreign natiouali y 
as a title to exemption from military service. 

_ The total number of persons of the Jewish creed was estimated a few years ago at 400,000, but 
it is stated that many otliers have come over here lately from Galicia and Russia. 

The question arises, how many of the above number can claim to be allowed to enjoy Roumanian 
nationality. If those only are admitted whose parents were born in the country, and who are likewise 
natives of the same land and speak its language, it is believed that their number will not exceed 
20,000, All the others will have to content themselves with such rights as are granted to Christians 
of the same nationality as that to which they claim to belong. 
| Rucharest, October 13, 1878, 

Both the Fenate and the Chamber of Deputies have concluded their debates on the subjcet of the 
Treaty of Berhn, and have adopted resolutions authorising the Government of this country to con- 
form to the collective decisions of the Great Powers. ; 

The Senate adopted the resolution, of which I have the honour to inclose a French translation, 
by forty-eight votes against cight. 

_ ‘the Chamber of Deputies passed the following vote late on Saturday night, the 12th instant, by 
tighty-two votes against twenty-six, viz. :— 

“Compelled to give way to the decisions of the Powers, for the purpose of consolidating peace, 
the Chamber authorizes the Government to conform to the collective will of Europe, to withdraw all 
civil and military authorities from Bessarabia, and to take possession of the Dobrudscha- aad of the 
delta of the Danube, the other questions to be solved in a constitutional wav.’’ 

The remaining questions are only those connected with the removal of religious disabilities, and 
for which the calling ofspecial Chambers, elected “ad hoc,” is necessary, which is left to the Gevern- 
ment to carry out. 


In an extract from the ’ Orient which accompanied the above despatch are 
given the resolutions adopted by the Senate. The following is that having 
reference to the Jewish question: “ Finally the Commission engages the 
Government to convoke a Uonstituent Assembly, before the ordinary Session, 


which lasts three months, shall have been terminated, thus conforming in that 
respect with Article 129 of the Constitution. The Constiuante will bave to give 
a definita solution not only to the question of the Dobrudscha, but also to solve 
the other questions raised by the Treaty of Berlin. Your Commission prays that 
you will accept these resolutions.” 

Mr White transmitted on October 17, a French translation of the Prince of 
Roumania’s speech during the Extraordinary Session of 1878. The following is 
an English.rendering: “We called yon together in Extraordinary Session in 
order that you should pronounce npen the situation created for Roumania by the 
Great Powers of Europe assembled in Congress, Taking into consideration the 
prevent condition of the East in general, and in our country in particular, you 

ave bowed before the collective wiil of Eorope. Thus, the position of Rou- 
mavia in the presence of the Great Powers is regulated ; thus Roumania enters 
into the family of independent Statee. It is my firm conviction that Europe 
will bear in mind the sacrifices we have made in the general interest of peace, 
and the nation will be grateful to you for the enlightened patriotism and political 
prudence which you have proved for the purpose of avoiding fresh implications 
for Roumania. Constantly pre-oceupied with the interests of the country, I 
manifested in calling you together my fail confidence, and [ said that your 
decisions would be also mine. I thank you, gentlemen, for the decisions which 
you have taken, and which my government will cause to be fulfilled with entire 
gocd faith, both with regard to home and foreign affairs.” The foreign affairs 
referred to in the letter, doubtless, principally concern the question of the 
Dotradscha, while the home affairs are those of the Jews. On October 19, Mr. 
White wrote a letter, from which it appears that Mahommedans as well as Jews 
are Jargely concerned in the question of religious liberty, since a large proportion 
of the inhabitants of the Dobrodscha are Moslems. The following is Mr. White's 
letter: “In a former despatch, I had the honour to submit to your Lordship a 
few remarks with reference to the Jewish question. The Extraordinary Session 
of the Chambers lasted only a few days, and this being the season of the year 
when the Roumaniaas are busy with their vineyards, the Government found out 
that any attempt to ‘etain the deputies or senators at Bucharest, would be 
attended with considerable unpopularity. The Government were so well satisfied 
with the vote passed by both Chambers, accepting the decisions of the Congress 
in general terms, that they were unwilling to prolong the debates, ‘lhat vote is 
considered by all parties bere as finally and irrevocably committing the country 
to a solution of the religious question in a sense favourable to perfect equality. 
The fact that a large proportion of the inhabitants of the newly acquired terri- 
tory are Mahommedanse, renders a complete solution on this subject still more 
indispensable, and it ie not likely to be delayed beyond next spring. No one 
appears to see his way to a legal eettlement of religious inequality till the special 
Chambers of Constitutional Revision have been elected, though all agree that 
this must be effected,”’ 

Our further quotations from the Blue-book we are compelled, throngh pres- 
sure upon our space, to defer till next week. . 


ROUMANIA. 
The Pesth Correspondent of the Zimes sent the following telegram on the 
13th inst. : “ As was done in the Chamber, the Senate yesterday also passed the 
resolution to ameud Article 70 of the Constitation, which was carried by 41 
votes to 6. The question, therefore, as far as the Roumauian Parliament is con- 


cerned, may be regarded as decided.” 


The Paris Temps, commenting on the fact that the Roumanian Chamber has juet 
decided that the Constitution sliall be revised in so far as concerns the Jews. and 
after quoting the 4ith Article of the Berlin Treaty. which confirms the enjoyment of 
civil and political rights in Roumania, says : “ The object of the Congress, as may be 
s°en, Was to assure to Roumanian s ubjects, being HCWS, equality of Gvil and political 
rights, and to foreign Jews a lke eyuality. of treatment. . But after having decided 
these two questions. the Congress discussed, without having solved,a third, which 
appears to interest the Roumanians still more, viz.. the question of naturalization of 
Jews domiciled in Roumania. In the course of the discussion, Count de Launay, the 
Italian Ambassador at Berlin, proposed the insertion of the following clause ;, ‘Jews 
in Roumania not of any foreign nationality. shall acquire in full right the Roumanian 
nationality.” This addition was not adopted, and Count de Launay demanded that 
his motion should be recorded in the protocol. The Roumanians objected. as it will 
be remembered, that these provisions of the Treaty would require a modification of 
the Constitution. Article 24 of the Municipal Law of Roumania of 1574, which 
grants the exercise of common rights only to certain categories of Israelites, might 
have been abrogated, but the question of nationalization could not be solved without 
a modification of the Constitution. Article 7 of the Constitution exclades the 
Israelites, and with them the Mussulmans, by providing that only foreigners of the 
Christian réligion can acquire naturalization. It is this Article alone that the‘ Rou- 
manian Parliament has resolved to revise, but we do not know what modification Is 
proposed. The Article might be simply abrogated. which would render the naturali- 
zation of the Jews optional with the Government. - Then the motion of Count de 
Launay might be inserted in the law, and thus would be conferred on all Jews, not 
being subjects of a foreign Government. the title of Roumanian. This is what the 
Israelites want.” 7

Sypnry.—The annual meeting of the Sydney Hebrew Philanthrophic and. 


Orphan Society was held at the Congregational School on Sunday, the ‘th January 
last, Mr. George Myers, President, in the chair. This society has been in existence 
forty-seven years, its objects, as indicated by its title, are to relieve destitute Jewish 
persons, According to the report presented to the meeting, there had been a falling- 
off in the income of the charity. The recipients of relief are principally distressed 
immigrants, several of whom reach Sydney entirely penniless, £90 was expended 
in defraying the expense of sending to France a Frenchman, who, without means 
and helplessly paralysed, was sent to Sydney for New Zealand. The Committee, in 
their report, state “ It is to be regretted that men with family responsibilities should 
leave Great Britain for this distant and, to them, strange country so utterly devoid 
of means as to be necessitated to solicit charitable assistance immediately upon 
landing ; but the Board deem it to be their duty to give full consideration to every 
application made to them, and to afford reasonable assistance to the deserving needy, 
whether their residence in the colony be long or short.” Mr, George Myers, the 
Hon. H. E. Cohen, and Mr. G. L. Goodman were re-elected severally President,

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IMPORTANT CHANCERY SUIT. 


On Wednesday, in the Chancery Division of the High Court of Justice, 
before Sir Charles Hall, a Chancery suit (in re Lyon, deceased—in re Jacobe, 
deceased—Hodgson v. Halford) of great Jewish interest was heard. 


This case raised a question of considerable importance—viz, whether 
a testatrix could, in exercising a power of appointment, provide that any 
object of the power who changed his or her religion should forfeit his or her share 
in the appointed property. Mrs. Rosy Lyon, widow, late of Liverpool, by will dated 
1845, bequeathed a trust fund to trustees in trust to pay the income of part of it to 
her daughter, Esther Jacobs, during her life, and after her death upon trast for all 
or any of her children, exclusive of the other or others of them as she should by will 
appoint, Esther Jacobs, by her will, dated in 1874, appointed that the trustees of 
Rosy Lyon's will should raise two sums of £2,750 each, and should pay the income 
of one of such sums to her daughter Rosa, and of the other of such sums to her 
daughter Laura, each during her life, and should pay the income of both sums to the 
survivor for her life, and after her death should hold the corpus in trust for such of 
the other children of the testatrix, Esther Jacobs, as should be living at the death 
of such survivor. The testatrix appointed the residue of the fund to such of her 
said other children as should be living at her death, and the will contained a proviso 
in the following words :— 
“If, either during my lifetime or aftor my decease, any son or daughter of mine shall marry a 
person who does not profess the Jewish religion, or shall marry a person not born a Jew or Jewess, 
although converted to Judaism and professing the Jewish religion, or shall forsake the Jewish 
religion and adopt the Christian or any other religion, then and in every such case, and as from the 
occurrence of such event, such son or daughter respectively shall absolutely forfeit and lose all 
share and participation in and right or power over the’ priacipal and income of all and every the 
said trust premises.”’ 
The testatrix then provided that the share (including the sums provided for Rosa 
and Laura) of any son or daughter incurring such forfeiture should, from the 
occurrence thereof, go over to the other sons and daughters in equal shares. Of the 
two daughters of Esther Jacobs thus named in the will, Rosa was born before and 
Laura after the death of Mrs. Rosy Lyon, and some of the other children, including 
Julius Jacobs, were also born after her death. Julius married a Christian in the 
lifetime of the testatrix, Esther Jacobs, without his mother’s consent or knowledge. 


‘Shortly after the death of E-ther Jacobs, Laura adopted the Christian religion and 


became a member of the Church of England, afterwards marrying Mr. Hodgson, who 
was also a member of that Church. Mrs. Hodgson now brought this action against 
the trustees and the other beneficiaries, and claimed that the forfeiture did not take 
effect,as being in excess of and unauthorised by the power, contending that a person 
clothed with a power to be exercised for the benefit of particular individuals could 
not so exercise it as to.work out some collateral purpose of her own, which was not 
in fact for their benefit, and was even contrary to public policy, as putting a 
constraint on the exercise of their conscience. Upon the case being opened, 

The Vick-CHANCELLOR pointed out that it involved the question whether the 
ultimate gift of the two sums and the forfeiture clause and gift over were not void 
as infringing the rules against perpetuities, as the classes of persons who would take 
by virtue of these provisions might not be ascertained until the death of Laura, who 
was not born until after the death of Mrs. Rosy Lyon, the creator of the power 

Mr. Dickinson, Q.C , and Mr. Job Bradford appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr. W. F, 
Robinson, Q.C., and Mr, Solomon for the trustees; Mr, Graham Hastinga, Q.C., 
Mr. Byrne, and Mr. Schloss for defendants interested in maintaining the validity of 
the forfeiture. 

Mr. W. Pearson, Q.C., and Mr. CuaApwyck HEALEY, for Julias Jacobs, the only 
beneficiary who could not avail himself of the argument founded on the rule against 
perpetuities, contended that the forfeiture clause was bad upon grounds of public 
policy as imposing a condition which fettered the conscience vf the legatee or object 


_of the power, 


The Vice-CHANCELLOR held that with regard to the rule against perpetuities, 
the forfeiture clause,so far as it took effect during the life of Esther Jacobs, did not 
offend that rule, and was good, but that so far as it took effect after her death, it 
did offend that rule and was bad ; and, consequently, while Julius was excluied 
from taking any share, the share taken by the plaintiff was not forfeited. His 
Lordship then upon the general question whether a clause like this, forfeiting the 
shares of a beneficiary on the ground of a change of religion, was bad in itself and 
one to which the Ceurt would, on giounds of public policy, refuse to give effect, said 
that powers of appointment given to parents ought not to receive a narrow 
construction. The power of appointment in this case was an exclusive power, and 
the argument which at one time had been advanced that this was a mere power of 
nominating the individuals to take was no longer made use of. It had been urged, 
however, and authorities had been cited in support of the contention, that a forfeiture 
clause of this character was against public policy. The cases, however, in which 
such clauses had been held bad were all cases in which the clause was against public 
morality. The case which came nearest to the present was that of * Dickson’s Trust” 
(1, “Simon, New Series,” p. 37), and there Lord Cranworih held that a condition 
excluding a daughter from taking any benefit under a will in case she became a nun 
was a lawful condition and that the interest of a daughter who had become a nun 

upon her so doing. The argument in this case was that the condition 
operated as a bribe to the legatee not to exercise her conscience, but the Vice- 
Chancellor could not, in the absence of authority, hold that a parent having the 
power of appointing a fund could not, when making provision for a child eut of 
that fund, in the exercise of his: discretion, say that a child to whom he was 
appointing must not embrace a particular faith. The forfeiture was therefore 
good, so far as it did not offend the rule against perpetuities.

On the motion of the CuatrMan, seconded by Mr. H. Harais, it was resolved 
to present an address of congratulation to Her Majesty on the marriage of the 
Duke of Connaught. On the motion of Mr. M.S. Oprenuxi it was resolved that 
the arrangement for the transmission of the address should be left in the hands 
of the President. : 

The SecreTary and Soricrror (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) lail upon the table

‘The CHAIRMAN said that it must be very gratifying to the Board to observe 
the very satisfactory attitude taken by the English Goverument on the question 


_of the emancipation of the Jews of Roumania. 


Mr. S. Scutoss and Mr. Etuis A. FRaNkLin expressed deep regret that not- 
withstanding the completely satisfactory replies given by the Government, a 
communication Lad been addressed to Lord Salisbary putting to hiin a series of 
cat-gorical questions on the subject. 

Mr. M.S. Oppenneim moved that the Board should present to Sir Henry 
Layar! an address thanking him for his benevolent exertions in behalf of the 
Jews cf Turkey. 

Mr. 8S. Scuioss seconded the resolution which was carried unanimously. 

A letter was read from the Cnief Rabbi (dated Feb. 28ch), enclosing appeals 
from Jewish authorities of Jerusalem, Safed and Tiberias, in cousequence of 
distrers caused by droaght aod locusts in the Holy Land. The appeals gave 
particulars of the distress and stated among other tacts mentioned that several 
deaths from starvation had occurred, and that the necessaries of life were at 
famine prices. 

Mr. M. CasreLio said it was strange that the agent of the Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore Testimonial Fund, now in Jerusalem, had not written to London on the 
subject of the exceptionally severe distress stated in the appeals to exist in the 
Holy C ties. : 

The CmatrMAN said that the Montefiore Testimonial Fund wa; not estalishe | 
to grant eleenosynary relief. | 

Mr. Lewis EMANUEL mentioned that Sir Moses Montcfiore had sent £50 to 
the Holy Land to relieve the distress. : 

Mr. M. Casre__o moved that the appeals should be remitted to the Executive 
Committee of the Montefiore Testimonial Fund. 

Mr. Evutis A. FRANKLIN seconded the resolulion, and said that it was a 
shame that the money subscribed to the Fund was remaining idle. It was a 
disgrace that so much valuable time should be-lost before the Fund subscribed 


_ was utilised. 


Mr. M. S. OprpenueIM moved an amendment to the effect that it is inexpo- 
dicut to issue an appeal. He believed that the statements 1n the letters referring 
to the exceptional distress were exaggerated. In the face of the distress in 
England itself, the present time was most inopportune to issue an appeal. 

Mr. Samugt Monraau seconded the amendment. Le thought there was 
much distress in Jerusalem, but he did not consider that the Board was the best 
body to dealt with it. There was before the Executive of the Montefiore Testi- 
monial Fund a proposal which, if adopte!, would utilise the money collected, 
aud be the means, he hoped, of ameliorating the condition of the Jews of 
Palestine. 

Mr. M. Casre.to said that he still bel‘’eved that valuable time was being 
lost by the Executive of the Testimonial Fund. A large. sum of money was 
taken from a benevolent public on false pretences. It was not doing honour to 
Sir Moses to let the money lie idle any longer. He meant to take ulterior,action 
on the question. | 

Mr. S. Scutoss said that Mr. Castel!o had taken an extraordinary course in 
reprobating at that meeting the course taken by the Executive Committee of 
the Testimonial Fund, whue he as a member of ‘the Coinmittee hid not once 
raised his voice to fiud fault with the dilatory action of the Committce. Mr. 
Schloss complained of the loose statements which had been made on the subject 
by Mr Fraoklin and Mr. Castello. 

Mr. Evtis A. FRankin said that his privcipal complaint was that some 
£400 a year was being spent, and nothing whatever was apparently being done 
towards ameliorating the condition of the Jews of Jerusalem. 

It was resolved, on the casting vote of the Chairman, that the Buard should 
not take any action in the matter, | 

The Soxtcrron and SecauTary read a letter received from the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle inviting the co-operation of the Board in the appointment 
of a Commission to investigate the condition of the Jews of Palestine, educa- 
tionally and otherwise. 

Mr. SamuEL Monraau said that he would be willing to co-operate in the 
matter. Ile moved that a reply should be sent to the effect that, while the 
Board could not in its corporate capacity co-operate with the Alliance, it would 
give the names of those members who had volunteered to participate (in their 
individual capacity) in the work of the Commission. 3 | 

The motion was adopted. , 

‘The CHAIRMAN mentioned that the neat meeting of the Board would be held 
on ‘Tuesday, the 22ud of April. 

‘The meeting then concluded with a vote of thanks to the chair.

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Dr. LANDAUER, of the Strasburg University. is preparing an edition of the origi- 
nal Arabic text of Saadiah Gaon’s philosophical work, according to the unique Bod- 
leian MS., and a fragment to be found among the latest acquisitions of the Imperial 
Library at St. Petersburgh. 


“ATLAS” writes in the World: “The evening before her departure for Ireland’ 
the Empress of Austria honoured the ‘Industriellen Ball’ with her presence. The 
wives of three of the richest Jewish bankers in Vienna were the patronesses of the 
ball. These were the Frau Wiener von Welten, the Baronin Kénigswarter and the 
Baronin Rothschild, who, by-the-bye, wore £160,000 worth of dimonds on that 
occasion.” 


THE Koé'nische Zeitung learns from Constantinople that Schiller’s “ Robbers” has 
lately been translated into the dialect of the Judwo-Spanish colonies in that city. 
Referring to this’ colony. the journal says: * The descendants of those Spanish Jews 
who found an asylum in Turkey when fleeing from the persecution of Christian 
kings, form a not inconsiderable part of the population of the Turkish capital. 
Galata and Hasskioi, on the Golden Horn, and Kusskunjuk and Orlakioi, on the 
Bosphorus, are almost exclusively peopled by them. With touching devotion they 
still retain the dress, manners and language of their ancestors. This language is 
Spanish, of a kind intelligible only to themselves. Spanish, Hebrew, Turkish, Greek 
and Italian are the chief constituents of this peculiar composite dialect into which 
‘the Robbers” has just been translated.”

NEW JEWISH WARD. 


M ESSRS. DEFRIES have much pleasure in placing before their friends and the 
~ Jewish community a few particulars respecting the Jewish Wards to be con- 
tained in the New Hospital, the building of which will shortly be commenced from 
the plans of the Architects, Messrs. H. H. Collins and James Edmeston and Son. 

In the first place, they have to thank the Committee for their klnd consideration 
in granting all they have asked, on behalf of their corcligionists, who, they trust, 
will show their appreciation by rendering all the help in their power to further pro- 
mote the success of this truly benevolent Institution. 

The New Building will be erected in Bishopsgate Street, in a neighbourhood 
densely populated with the poorest Jews, who will be admitted to its benefits FREE, 
and without any letters of recommendation. 

The Committee have kindly allotted one-third of the Ward space for the ac- 
commodation of Jewish In-patients, comprising a Ward for Males, one for Females, 
and a Special Ward for Children. A Convalescent Room will form one of the most 
considerate and important additions to this department. CUheerfully situated, and 
appropriately furnished, the little ones will here be taken care of until they are 
fully recovered, thereby escaping the danger which so often attends their too early 
return to their poor and scanty homes, 

Nurses’ rooms, separate kitchen, with scullery and larder accommodation, bath 
rooms, and an ablution room for washing the dead, are aleo provided. 

Messrs. Defries do not think that anything further can be advanced, to prove 
how entirely the Committee have comprehended and provided for the wants of the 
sick and suffering poor of the community. 

It only remains now to invite the earnest and hearty support of the community, 
and especially to call attention to the importance of a largely increased list of 
Annual Subscriptions, which are most essential for the permanent maintenance 
of this great and good work. 

The Anniversary Festival of the Hospital will take place, at the Freemasons’ 
Tavern, on the 25th inst., Baron Henry de Worms in the Chair. A Jewish Table 
will be provided, and all Contributions, whether for the Building Fund or for 
General Purposes, will be then announced.
